Wooster, 0., October 22.—Governor Hill 
left Canton for Wooster this morning. At 
Massillion, Major McKinley, who was on his 
way to Smithville, boarded the train, and 
John G. Warwick, McKinley’s democratic 
opponent in this congressional district, who 
was sitting in company with the governor, 
gracefully arose and surrendered his seat to 
the major, who chatted with the governor 
until he reached his destination. 

On arriving at Wooster an immense throng 
crowded the station. Governor Hill addressed 
a monster open air mass meeting of 8,000 pec- 
ple this afternoon. Governor Hill commenced 
his speech by a thorough explanation of the 
tari¥ bill, and said that federal taxation was 
the question of the hour, and that the passace 
of the McKiniey bill had caused an uprising 
of the masses against this pernicious legisla- 
*ion. 

Your district is a great wheat and pork prodne- 
fng country. Ask Mr. Blaine when he speaks here 
what he meant when he said there was not a line 
in the McKinley tariff law which opéns up a new 
market for wheat and pork. The democratic 
party holds that wider markets are necessary-to 
the prosperity of the farmers. I oppoge the elec- 
t:on of William McKinley, among reasons, be- 
cause he voted for and advocated the irnfa:mons 
force bill. That measure imperils the very ex- 
istence of constitutional government in this 
country and the best interests of the, people de- 
mand its defeat. It is a scheme devised to perpct- 
uate the political power of the republican party. 
The enforcement of such a measure 
wonld require millfonsof dollars from the public 
treasury; would foist upon the people a horde of 
federal officials, not elected by the citizens, but 
appointed by judges, who hold- their positions for 
life, and would endanger the peace and good 
order of communities without. affording the 
slightest protection to a single elector. Tiere 
has nothing taken place in any part of the south 
to justify the doubtful power of congress to regu- 
late our elections, - bite 

Federal supervisors in every election district, 
strangers to the people—vested with authority to 
override the certificates of local officials and gov- 
ernmonts of states, constitute the frame work of 
the proposed iniquity. The sacred right of repre- 


sentation is made to depend upon the integrity of - 


partisan officers having no res ponsibility to the 
people. The tendency of such legislation woulx 
be to provoke a conflict between federal and ¢tate 
oificials, and race prejudices would be engendered 
atthe south. This force bill is a vicious Attack 
upon tze republican form of government and 
ought not to prevaik 

In conversation with Major McKinley on_ the 
train today, he told me it was the intention of the 

resent republican congress to pass the force Diil 

efore its expiration, no matier which party was 
successful in the coming congressional eicctions. 
If they do not carry the next election, you can rest 
assured they will not pass the bill. 

After the governor had finished his speech, 
in view of the fact that people on the onut- 
skirts of the crowd had been unable to hear 
him, and that many who were at their daily 
labor also desired to hear him, he consented 
to remain until tonight, when he addressed 
1,500 people, who taxed the utmost capacity 
of the village opera house. ex 

The governor's remarks were mainly a re- 
view of the tariff question and the legislation 
and doings of congress.

A Sugar Trust Decision. 

New York, October 22.—Judge Pratt, in 
King’s county supreme court today gave a 
brief decision in the sugar trust case. On 
-Monday argument was heard on motion of 
counsel for Duncan Cameron for a continuance 
of the temporary injunction against the sugar 
trust, and also for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver. The counsel want the sugar refineries 
to file an account—a sworn statement of lia- 
bilities and assets. On the other side, it was 
asked that Cameron should file a larger bond 
of indemnity, the present bond being $250. 
Judge Pratt decided upon the latter question 
only. Other points will be decided next week. 
He directsthat the bond be increased from 
$250 to $2,500, and that an approved under- 
‘aking or cash be given.

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HORRORS OF THE RAIL 


A WRECK IN ATUNNEL ON THE CIN- 
CINNATI SOUTHERN. 


TRAINMEN IMPRISONED AND BURNED 


Several Passengers Badly Injured—The Fa- 
talities of the Collision Near Bir- 
imliagham—Cther Accidents. 

CINCINNATI, October 22.—A disastrous col- 
lision occurred at 4:30 o'clock this morning, 
on the Cincinnati Southern railway, in a tun- 
nel a quarter of a mile north of Sloan’s Val- 
ley station. The trains involved were freight 
No. 22, north-bound, and passenger No, 5, 
south-bound. No. 5 leaves Cincinnati at 8 
o’clock p. m.; another passenger train leaves 
Cincinnati an hour earlier. Woth these were 
held at Somerset, Ky., two hours or more, on 
account of a freight wreck which occurred 
south of that place last night. When /the 
track was clear the foremost Cincinnati train 
started out from Somerset first and met and 
passed the north-bound train. Then a safe 
distance behind it the fated No. 5 
started out. Freight train No. 22 
north-bound was side-tracked at Sloan’s valley. 
When the first Cincinnati train passed south, 
the crew of the freight appeared to have over- 
looked the fact that No.8 was to follow, and 
they pulled out and started northward. Less 
than a quarter of a mile away they entered the 
tunnel, which is one-sixth of a mile long. 

In the most hopeless place that the train- 
men ever neet death, the engines of the two 
trains dashed into each other and the cars fol- 
lowing jammed into each other in a mass. 
Then came the added horror of conflagration. 
Only the bare results have been telegraphed to 
the oflfice of the road. They are that 
Firemen Gould and Welch, Brake- 
man John E. Montgomery, Express 
Messenger Edward Ruffner and nail 
agent were killed. Engineer Taylor, of 
passenger train, and Pimlott, of the freight 
train, were badly- burned. A baggage master 
was killed. If any passengers- are injured 
their names are not yet ascertained. 

The burning of the trainin the tunnel ren- 
ders it impossible to clear the track as readily 
as it could be done on open ground, the smoke 
and heat preventing men from entering. 
Transfers will be made until the tunnel can be 
cleared. There were two mail agents on the

CAUSE OF THE COLLISION. 

The initiai cause of tho collision wasthe 
wreck which occurred last night at Elihu 
station, two miles below Somerset. A mixed 
train was stopping toleave acar, and had not 
yet gotinto motion when the freight came up 
in the rearand siruck the rear ear, caus- 
ing a serious wreck. Young Mr. Payne, a 
commercial! traveler for the firm of Pierson & 
Clark, Lexington, Ky, had both legs crushed 
and has since died. 

The delay to the passenger, trains Ly this 


wreck caused the mistake of-the engineer

and conductor of the freight | train. No. 22, by 
which the tunnel collision occurred, 

Fortunately the passenger train had no 
entirely gone into the tunnel when the. cras 
came, and so the three sleepers which did not 
leave the track served as a means of escape of 
the passengers. These sleepers were detached 
and drawn away from the burning train, but 
the baggage car, mailcarand two coaches were 
burned. At li o’clock today heat and smoke 
prevented anything being done to clear the 
tunnel. General Manager Carr left by -this 
morning’s train for the scene and will person- 
ally direct whatever is necessary to be done. 

Railroad officials have heard of but one pas- 
sengerinjured. His name is not given, but he 
has been removed to Somerset. The two engi- 
neers, Taylor and Pimlett, are now reporied as 
not fatally injured. 

Engineer John Pimlott died this afternoon, 
making six victims of the tunnel collision on 
the Cincinnati Southern railway, as follows: 
John Pimlott, engineer, Detroit, Mich.; Fire- 
man Welsh, Somerset, Ky.; Fireman Gould, 
Ludlow, Ky.; Brakeman John F. Montgomery, 
Albany, N. Y.; Postal Clerk C. LL. Doegen, 
Cincinnati; Express Messenger E. P. Ruffner, 
Cincinnati. 

The injured are: 
Somerset, Ky., severe; 
Gayle, Cincinnati, severe; Baggage Master 
John R. Long, Newport, Ky., severe. Pass- 
engers—W. G. Wheeler, New Orieans, in 
charge of the museum freak, Wild Rose, both 
sligntly injured; Miss Ollie Getty, Dayton, 
Tenn., slight; Arch Murphy, Madison county, 
Indiana, slight. 

The passengers all were able to walk over 
the hill to a train and to resume their journey 
BRINGING IN THE INJURED. 

The first train on the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans and Texas Pacific railway bringing eye- 
witnesses of the scene of the train collision of 
this morning in the tunnel, arrived here after 
10 o’clock tonight. It brought two of the vic- 
tims home mangled, but still alive. (They were 
J. P. Gagle, postal clerk, and George Long, 
baggage master, both of the passenger train. 

The best story of the accident and attendant 
scenes is told by J. D. Brenner, messenger of 
the United States Express Company,who came 
inon the train which arrived after 10 
o’clock tonight. Brenner's story is 
that the freight wreck last night at Elihu, two 
miles south of Somerset, Ky., kept back the 
southbound passenger trains Nos. 9 and 3, for 
over two hours at Somerset and caused the 
northbound freight train, No. 22, to make ‘a 
long wait at Sloan’s Valley station, a few 
hundred yards south of the fatal tunnel, which 
is known as tunnel No. 5. 

HOW THE ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

Instructions to train No. 22 was to wait at 
Sloan’s Valley till passenger trains Nos. 9 and 
5 had passed. 

Their wait wasalongone. Thecrew of No. 
22 all went to sleep. John Pimlott, engineer, 
waked in time to see that passenger train No. 
9 had just gone by. He assumed it was No. 5, 
and deeming the road clear, wenton. Tunnel 
No, 5 is lined with wood and is about 900 feet 
long. Its north entrance is curved, and the 
north approach to it is one of the steepest 
grades on the road, an: it is also curved. 

Down this steep grade thundered the fated 
passenger train, No. 5, with its train of five 
cars and fifty passengers. First after the loco- 
motive was a mail car, next a combined ex- 
press and baggage car; then in succession the 
smoxer, ladies’ carand the Pullman sleeper. 

Within a hundred feet of the mouth of the 
tunnel the crash came. The Pullman car of 
the passenger train was outside the tunnel. 
Only the Pullman and ladies’ car were saved, 
the passengers aud trainmen pushing them. 
back up the track. A few of the freight cars 
were detached and rolled out down grade 
through the south end of the tanne. All the 
others were destroyed, and several bodies were 
burned to ashes in that tiery furnace. 

THE TUNNEL ON FIRE. 


The flames started in a few minutes after 
the collision. and the woodwork of’ the tunnel 
caught fire and is making the night iurid at 
this writing. The list of dead and injured 
has been given already in these dispatches, 
and nothing more is known here at this time 
on that score.

MEET IN JOINT DEBATE IN MOR- 
GANTON,

Macon, Ga., October};22.—[Special.]—~Tur 
CoNSsTITUTION’S correspondent hearing today 
that Hon. R. T. Nisbett, the newly elected 
commissioner of agriculture, had decided to 
appoint Mr. Georg yne, of Macon, state 


chemist, the position now held by Professor H. 
C. White of the State university, asked Mr. 
Payne if the report was true, and that gen 
tlemen said it was. He was somewhat 
reluctant to talk, as no oflicial notice has yet 
been given by Commissioner-elect Nisbett, 
who will not enter the commissioner’s ‘oftice 
until next month. Being pressed, however, 
Mr. Payne said that in response to the invita- 
tion of Commissioner-elect Nisbett, he had 
been to Atlanta, and was informed 
in person by Commissioner Nisbett of 
his intention to appoint him. , While in 
Atlanta Mr. Payne selected his office in the 
capitol, and will have permanent headquarters 
there. 

Mr, Payne was very highly endorsed for the 
position by many of the most influential citi- 
zens, pharmacists and chemists of Georgia. 
He was also endorsed by the School of Mines, 
at Columbia college, andthe New York College 
of Pharmacy, at both of which institutions he 
graduated with high honors. Mr. Payne has 
actively pursued the practice of chemistry 
about seventeen years. He has a fine labora- 
tory in Macon, and his services have been 
frequently engaged by persons outside of the 
state on dificult analysis. He is well versed in 
the science and will render Georgia and 
her-people most valuable and faithful services. 
Commissioner Nisbett could not possibly have 
made a better appointment. Mr. Payne .is the 
son of Macon’s well-known druggist, Dr. 
Payne, who, in life, was highly esteemed by 
the people of Macon.

The location of the passenger station is now 
an open question in view of these change3, 
but italsomust probably set, else it would 
be in the midst of the freightyard. The man- 
agement willnow build such freight depot 
and passenger and office accommodation as 
America needs, for they have fully awoke to the 
fact that Americus is the fifth place reached 
by the Central system in the volume of busi- 
ness done, having passed Columbus this season 
and now ranking near to Macon in both pas- 
passenger and freight business. 

In view of this fact, and the further fact 
that Americus is growing more rapidly than 
any city in Georgia éxcept Atlanta, itis now 
sate pe tag | sure that the Central raiiroai will 
not stop short of such passenger and freight 
facilities as Macon now possesses, because there 
is no ground todoubt that in the next ten 
years Americus will have a population of 
16,000 to 20,000, and the Central business ten 
times what it now isin voluine.

Jn a Covered Wagon, Whenthe Train Came

The neighbors 
could not attract their attention, and the 
wagoners drove on the track, and hardly knew 
what struck them. The passengers rendered 
kind assistance, getting out in the storm that 
was raging,in caring forthe dead and the 
wounded. The persons killed were country 
people, living in Walker county, and were: 
J. W. Jenkins, Mrs. J. W. Jenkins and child, 
and Mrs. James Bowman. 

The mules escaped unhurt, but the wagon 
was totaliy demolished, being under the 
wheels and breaking the air breaks of the en- 
gine, delaying the train. Engineer Trozier 
wasrunning the engine, and he is almost 
frantic with grief. He is considered one of 
the safest engineers on the road, and the peo- 
ple ail exhonorated him from fault.

ONLY ONE WITNESS TO TELL THE 
STORY OF DEATH. 


The Militia Ordered Out by the Governor~ 
Other Reinforcements on Their Way— 
Four White Men Shot Down. 


There was a@ fatal riot yesterday in Coffee 
county. 

The last account is from the lips of a man 
who left the scene of action while the work of 
death was still going on. 

The trouble is in the backwoods of Coffee 
county, in a remote section, where the blacks 
outnumber the whites almost ten to one. 

The nogrves are led by a white saan, 

The wildest excitement prevails in the gure. 
rounding couutry. 

A military company has been ordered from 
Waycross to the scene of the fighting, about 
twenty-five miles away. 

Other reinforcements are hurtying from al} 
directions. 

Four Whiie Men Shot Down. 

In the first attack, in the firing witnessed 
by the man who carried the message to the 
railroad, four white men were shot down. 

They were: 

B. E. McLENDON, 

FRANK SEERS, 

THOMAS SEERS, 

HENDRICKS. 

Whether they were killed then, or afters 
wards, the witness could not say. 

“T saw those four men fall,’”’ he 
most together. I got on a horse and rode 
hard to reach the railroad. If help don’t 
reach them from the outside, there won’t be 
a white man le‘t to tell the siory.”’ 

What happened at the scene of the riot aftep 
this man left could not be learned last night. 

The gravest fear is that the trouble will bee 
come general, 

The destruction of life and property. in that 
event, might be terrible.

B. Varn, a turpentine man, operating 
a mill near Stokes. 

Front the most reliable sources your corre- 
opoindent learns that Stokesand Varn,'and one 
Thomas feers, have been in dispute about @ 
tract of land. 

Varn} put his men to work on the timber 
when Thomas Seers shot one of the negroes, 
wounding him, and drove the others from the 
wood, 

He returned in the afternoon with a posse 
and fired intoacrowd of Varn’s hands. 

The hegroes, to have revenge 
on Secrs, arined thenseives and 
made an assaultfon the settlement, having 
them entirely at their mercy. 

The messenger who brought the dispatch to 
the telegraph office states that just as he was 
leaving the scene of action the following 
white men were shot down: B. E. McLendon, 
Frank Seers, Thomas Seors and a man named 
Hlendricks. He could not sayif they were 
killed ontright or not. 

Twelve armed men have gone from Mce 
Donaild’s Muiil to the relief, and some 
twenty citizens will probably go from 
here if Governor Gordon, who has] been 
telegraphed for help, does not authorize the 
Rifles to proceed there.

THE RACE PROBLEM 


DISCUSSED BY PROFESSOR O. O'R. 
STRAYER AT THE FIRST BAPTIST. 


Tho Leeturer Appeals to the Baptists of 


Geereia for Assistance in Establish- 
ing an Educational Institution. 


The race problem discussed by a southern- 
born man. 

Mr. O. O'B. Strayer, formerly of Baltimore, 
but during the last eight months a resident of 


Americus, delivered quite an entertaining lec- 


ture onthe race problem, to an audience that 
would haye been much larger but for the in- 
clemency of the weather. 

Mr. Strayer has long been identified with 
that philanthropic movement which has been 
working for the upbuilding of the higher moral 
and sociai status of the colored race. 

During the last eight months he has been at 
work in Ainericus, endeavoring to establish a 
high school and norinal school for the educa- 
tion of the negro youth of that section. 

He has labored earnestly and zealously, and 
has met with gratifyiug successin the work, 
having already raised a considerable portion of 
the funds necessary to establish the school. 

At 8 o’clock Mr. Strayer opened his discourse 
without any introduction or preliminaries. 

The speaker began by saying -that what he 
had to say he would say a3 a southern man. 

Not that he would feel any misgivings in 
speaking as a northern man, as a city that had 
given to the country a Grady, a Colquitt, a 
Gordon anda Sam Jones would be ready to 
listen to a northern man. 

He said that his family had lived in Vir- 
ginia for long years, where he himself had 
nursed a’ confederate soldier, who, during his 
convalescence, took a great fancy to reading, 
and in every book he read he must 
needs write his name, ‘‘Willie A. Pryor, 
Americus, Ga.,”’ which was the first time he 
had ever heard of Americus, the place where 
he is now trying.to build up a colored school. 

The way that the colored race is growing 
and multiplying it will soon be a question not 
what we will do with them, but what they 
will do with us, he said. 

The lecturer went on to illustrate by an an- 
ecdote of two kings who. went to war about a 
frivolous matter. ; 

King No. 1 wrote to King No. 2 thus: 

My Dear Sir: Send mea blue pig with a curly 
tail; if you don’t— 

Just then a fly tickled him on the nose, and 
he stopped short, signed the letter, sealed it 
and dispatchéd it to’ his neighbor, who was 
aimazed when he opened it and read it. 

“Why,” said he, ‘‘what does this mean? Is 
this a threat ?”’ 

Then he wrote a reply thus: 

Dear Sir: I have no blue pig, and if I had— 

And stopped short. Sad 

King No. 1 became angered, and the result 
Was a great war, in which many lives were 
sacrificed, and at last they declared a truce 
and began to negotiate a peace. 

‘I want to know,” said King No. 2, 
you wrote that letter’?’’ 

‘About the blue pig? Why, it’s as plain 
as the nose on your face. I intended to 
say that 1 wished you to send mea blue pig 
With a curlytail, and if you don’t have sucha 
pig, send me some other kind. Now, why did 
you write me such a reply?” 

“Why, that’s plain enough. I simpty in- 
tended to reply that I had no blue pig with a 
curly tail, butif I had I would send it witi 
peasure,’’ 

The application is that for twenty-five years 
the north and south have been at outs about 
the black man with curly hair. 

The speaker went on to say that the so- 
called “southern problem” is not a ‘‘southern”’ 
problem. The prej- 
udice against the colored race is not a south- 
eri ora northern prejudice, as. colored men 
are put off southern railroad trains and north- 
ern steamboats, in the same way; and the 
Grand Army of the Repubtic split in two in 
New Orleans on account of the question of 
admitting the ¢olored organization. 

‘Itis ah Anglo-Saxon prejudice. 

The speaker said that the problem consists 
of six questions and one solution. 

Tie tirst question is extermination. The 
speaker hoped that no such mad idea 
would ever prevail. In the first 
place,.the black iman isa brawny man, a fat 
man,and a man who. laughs. A man who 
langhs is hard to kill. You may kill him all 
day, and at sunset he will get up smiling. 

The next question is tolet them alone. The 
speaker deprecat@d any such thing as that, as 
the let-alone poMty is werse than no policy. 

The third is disfranchisement, which is 
impracticable, because when a man works the 
reads, pays taxes, serves the state in time of 
war, le is certainly entitled to representation. 

The question of deportation is another 
thatis out of the question, because there 
is nowhere to send him to, and the 
negro is getting to be the best laborer we have, 
in the country. 

“Never have I heard,’’ said he, ‘such a rat- 
tle of hammers by white laborers in the north 
as I have heard by the negro workers of the 
south. It is the music of progress.’’ | 

Another idea is the forming of black states, 
but nobody has been able to designate just 
what states are open to purchase for sucha 
purpose. The speaker went on to tell how 
& prominent northern advocate of that plan 
when asked if they could buy New York? said 
no; Massachusetts? no; Maryland? no; Geor- 
gia, theempire state of the south? no; and 
finally was unable to say just what states 
could be purchased. 

The question of distribution is as imprac- 
tica], according to the lecturer’s views, as de- 
portation, as the negro will no more submit to 
distribution than the white man. 

The solution of the question, according to 
his idea, istotreat the negro as a fellow-citi- 
zen, nan and brother. 

The lecturer went on to illustrate how and 
why the colored man is capable of develop- 
ment. He told anecdote after anecdote of the 
devotion of the negro in war and in peace, 
and of his fidelity in keeping his word. 

He quoted an expression of Senator Josevh 
E. Brown, who said recently, in talking to the 
speaker, that he was surprised to note the 
wonderful progress of the negro. 

In speaking cf the colored Baptists of 
America, he said that there were now about 
1,300,000 colored Baptists in the United States, 
and if they are taken out of thecamp the Bap- 
tist denomination will be about a third-rate 
church organization. 

The lecturer tuen showed how much has 
been done for the education of white, Baptist 
children and how littie forthe blacks. One 
college, Brown university, in Providence 
R.I., will quadruple the value of all the 
colored universities in the south. 

He went on to speak ef liis scheine to build 
up a high school for colored peeple in Amer- 
icus, and said that he had already raised about 
$13,000 for the purpose, many donations having 
come from prominent white. men, and the 
remainder having come from the well-to-do 
colored people of that section, who 
are so extremely anxious to secure educational 
facilities for their children. 

In the opinion of the speaker, higher educa- 
tion means better citizenship, anda more in- 
telligent understanding of the questions that 
are row being agitated, resulting finally in the 
uplifting of thé negro, mentally, morally and 
socially, to a position where he will be better 
able to comprehend the exigencies of the case, 
and more willing to acquiesce in the plans 
that will lead to an amicable solution of the 
sane.
